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2. In January and i'ebrunry 1950, military training for young wen 18-30 years 
old v/as intensified in cities and in rural areas, particularly in villages 
near the 38th Parallel. City trainees, who are recommended by oolitieal 
parties* social organisations, and national associations, are instructed 
in fundamentals of firing and must actually practice at least once a month,, 
The v/eapons used are Japanese Model«»38 rifles and dummy practice grenades* 
The city youth are fairly enthusiastic because of curiosity about military 
procedures and weapons. 
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3* In the villages » where all members of the Earners 3 Union are required to 
receive training* enforcement of training has been nominal because of the 
great distance from the farms to the training ground and the reluctance of 
the farmers. Many farmers fear that compulsory military instruction is an 
indication that in war-time they will be used at the front before regular 
troops.
